I3IP WINS ANOTHER GOOD RACE.

Lakeside’s fifteen day spring meeting closed 
yesterday. There was a big racing card, per- 
fect weather, a crowd of 4,000 and good racing 
for the finish. 

Imp again showed her quality by carrying 117 
pounds in the nine furlong handicap and win- 
ning all the way. She won as she chose. Imp 
is in the Brooklyn Handicap with only 98 
pounds and the chances are that she will be 
shipped east to start in it. Charles Brossman, 
who trains her, is not in favor of sending the 
filly east. But it looks as if she could win the 
event. 

Peter McCue, who ran five furlongs in 1 :01 in 
his last race, was mixed up with a lot of speed 
in the fifth race. He was an even money 
favorite. After setting a terrific pace for three 
furlongs he was nailed by fast and game Dave 
. Waldo and Donna Rita. Then the Illinois-bred 
colt stopped. Dave Waldo won. Donna Rita 
was running fastest at the finish. 

Tom Ryati started Don’t Skip Me in the sec- 
ond race and the ring made her an odds on 
favorite. The filly won quite handily. 

The opening race went to Borden. Molo 
backed from 5 to 24 to 1, won the third race in a 
lucky sort of way from Morte Fonse who was at 
1 to 2. 

Nivoce, the second choice at 8 to 5, easily 
landed the fourth event and Corporal Roller’s 
filly, Elsie Bramble, scored in the closing event. 
All in all it was a good afternoon’s racing. 

GOSSIP OF THE TURF. 



The program book for the spring meeting of 
the Brooklyn Jockey Club is out, and it provides 
for fourteen days’ racing, beginning on Satur- 
day, May 28. During the meeting twenty-two 
stakes will be disposed of, and, judging from 
the number and quality of the entries in each 
event, the Brooklyn Jockey Club’s spring meet- 
ing of 1898 promises to be one of the most bril- 
liant in its history. The Expectation Stakes 
for 2-year-olds and the Brooklyn Handicap 
are the features of the opening day, and with 
such horses as Ornament, Ben Holladay, Dr. 
Catlett, Tillo, Typhoon II, Ben Eder, Plaudit 
and Traverser to draw on for the Brooklyn, a 
grand contest may be expected. The other fix- 
tures are the Clover Stakes for 2-year-old fillies 
and the Broadway for 3-year-olds, to be decided 
May 30. The May Stakes for 3-year-olds is the only 
stake event for June 1, and the Parkway Handi- 
cap is the feature for June 2. On June 4 the Hud- 
son Stakes for 2-year-olds and the Carlton for 
3-year-olds will be decided, and the Bed- 
ford for 2-year-olds is the one fixture for June 
6. The schedule for the rest of the meeting is 
as follows: June 7, the Patchogue Stakes for 
3-year-olds and upward and the Gazelle 
Stakes for 3-year-old fillies; June 8, the 
Kensington Hurdle race; June 9, the Manhan- 
set Stakes for 2-year-olds and the Falcon for 
3-year-olds; June 11, the Great American for 
2-year-olds, worth $12,500, and the Preakness 
for 3-year-olds ; June 13, the Myrtle Stakes for 
►^-year-olds and upward; June 14, the Hanover 
Stakes for 2-year-olds, and the Greater New 
York Steeplechase; June 15, the Brookdale 
Handicap, and June 16, the Tremont Stakes for 
2-year-olds, and the Brooklyn Derby for 3-year- 
olds, worth $10,000, — Turf, Field and Farm. 



President Thomas H. Williams, Jr., said last 
Monday to a San Francisco Chronicle repre- 
sentative: “Our association will not get out a 
stake book until September, but it is our idea 
• to give specials instead of some of the guaran- 
teed stakes. It has taken a few seasons to find 
out what is best in these matters, and we intend 
to give fewer stake events, hut will endeavor to 
make them richer and more attractive.” Presi. 



dent Williams is very well satisfied with the 
outcome of the present season, and holds the 
opinion that the class of horses was better than 
last year. At the conclusion of the meeting he 
will sail for Japan for a three or four months’ 

trip. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 



Ed Corrigan, the famous Chicago turfman, 
will race a big stable at the Oakley meeting. 
Secretary Letcher received a letter from Mr. 
Corrigan which states that he would bring a 
stable of seventeen horses to the Oakley track 
and asked that quarters for that number be re- 
served. In Mr. Corrigan's string will be his 
great 4-year-old, Geyser, that was the best horse 
on the coast the past season. — Cincinnati Com- 
mercial-Tribune. 

At Morris Park Thursday Trainer Walden 
sent Bowling Brook and Mirthful a mile and a 
half, in preparation for the Belmont Stakes. The 
distance was done in 2 :404. Up to the mile and 
a quarter Mirthful seemed quite as good as the 
Metropolitan Handicap winner, but at the end 
Bowling Brook’s class began to show, and he 
W’on by a scant length. It was pronounced a 
neat bit of work. 

Mr. W’yndham Walden says: “The Friar has 
filled out and furnished into a magnificent four- 
year-old, and is doing well at my farm in Mary- 
land. He will shortly be put in training, and 
will probably be seen at the Saratoga meeting. 
Buddha is doing slow work, but will hardly be 
able to start in the Brooklyn Handicap, though 
he may be sent to the post later.”

Schorr & Sons, $1,050; John Welch, $1,475; 
George H. Whitney, $1,225. 

Artisan, ch. c, 2, by Spendthrift— Gold Coil, by 
The Miser, the property of J. E. Madden, died 
recently’ at Morris Park from a cold contracted 
on the trip from Louisville. He was considered 
an extra good colt, and Mr. Madden paid O. H. 
Chenault, his breeder, $2,.500 for him last fall. 

J. B. Haggin is in negotiation with T. B. 
Muir for the purchase of a sixty-acre tract of 
blue grass land which is adjacent to his Elmen- 
dorf stud farm. The deal involves about $65,- 
000, and will likely be consummated. 

After running second to Chimura at Louis- 
ville, Thursday, Tom Griffin’s colt. Jolly Roger, 
was claimed by W. Donohue for $925. Half 
an hour later J. C. Cahn offered $1,300 for Jolly 
Roger, but the offer was declined. 

Sam Hildreth has bought the good filly To- 
luca from W. M. Murry for the reported price 
of $2,500. She is apparently well worth it. She 
was bred by L. J. Rose and sold as a yearling 
for $150. 

Joe Hill heads the Louisville list of winning 
jockeys, with 18 successful mounts. The others 
who rode as many’ as five winners were Beau- 
champ, 12; Dupee, 9; Martin, 8; Nutt, 7; Bar- 
rett, 5. 

Schorr & Son have declared out all their 
entries for the June meeting of the Coney 
Island Jockey Club, and this takes Meadow- 
thorpe, Algol and Macy out of the Suburban. 

Colonel Dan Burns says that both Altamax 
and Mount McGregor will be fit to race next 
season. The stable will ship twelve horses to 
Chicago this week.
